Opposition to the plan of Mor- 
cris Chernow, 903 Talbot Avenue, 
to move a bungalow into the 900 
block on Cornell Avenue, was pre- 
sented to the City Council Monday 
night by residents of the neighbor- 
hood in a petition containing 38 
signatures. 


The house, now located at 1608 
Solano Avenue, has been passed on 
by City Engineer H. I. Dygert and 
‘members of the Park, Planning 
and Zoning Commission. 

_ Principal objection voiced was 
‘that the house is an old one and 
sould detract from surrounding 
property. This was answered by 
Chernow and his contractor, Mel- 
vin Ayers, with an invitation to 
"the protestants to inspect the 
building in its present location and 
be informed of the improvements 
to be undertaken on it, 

GIVE APPROVAL 


Chernow also presented a peti- 
tion, signed by 17 other owners in 
‘the block, voicing their approval 
of the project. Pending a check 
by the City Clerk of signatures .on 
the petitions, the matter was laid 
over for one week at the motion of 
Councilmen Vincent Hanahan and 
Benjamin Mowday. 





The latter also moved that action 
on the proposed rezoning of the 
property formerly known as the 
Gill Trace, be deferred until March 
28, 1938. The land is owned by the 
University of California at present. 
Reclassification sought by the 
City to prevent its use for undesir- 
able purposes by future buyers.

Three minor blazes, reported 
during the past week, were direct- 
ly caused by dirty flues, the chief 
revealed. 

Householders who are planning 
to take their Christmas trees down, 
are asked to dispose of them at the 
dump or through the scavenger 
company. When burned, the trees 
give off dangerous sparks that 
have been responsible for a num- 
ber of fires in the past, he said. 

Also mentioned by Chief Ahl- 
gren is the necessity for checking 
gas heaters to make sure that they 
are properly vented. His records 
show that three persons were re- 
vived by firemen after being over- 
come by fumes during 1937.

Said petition shall designate 
the street or portion of the street 
along which such set back line or 
lines are proposed to be changed ana 
shall be accompanied by map or 
sketch showing said street or streets, 
or portion of streets and lot line and 
the proposed set back line or lines 
and the distance thereof from_ the 
street line. The City Planning Com- 
mission, if satisfied that the pripaaee 
change in the set back line should be 
established, shall so report to the 
Council of the City of Albany with 
the recommendation that such change 
in the set back line be establishea 
as proposed or as modified by the 
Commission. 

The City Planning Commission, 
without any petition thereof being 
filed, may of its own motion, file with 
the Clerk of the Council of the City 
of Albany, its recommendation that 
certain set back line or lines be 
changed along one or both sides of 
any street or streets, or portions of 
streets in the First or Second Resi- 
dential District. Such recommenda- 
tions shall be accompanied by map 
or sketch showing the proposed 
change in the set back line. 

SECTION 13. The Council of the 
City of Albany may, of its own mo- 
tion, or after petition, establish or 
change any set back line or lines 
after notice and public hearing as 
herein provided. ‘or this purpose, 
a public hearing shall be held and 
notice thereof shall be given, at cost 
of applicant, by publication in the 
official newspaper of the City of Al- 
bany at least once a week for two (2) 
weeks, and by posting copies of said 
notice on two conspicuous places on 
the property upon which any set- 
back line is proposed to be establish- 
ed or changed. for at least fifteen (15) 
days prior to the date of said hear- 


ing. 

SECTION 13.01. Ordinance No. 236 
of the oe of Albany, prescribing 
procedure for establishing set back 
lines is hereby repealed. 

SECTION 13.02. This Ordinance 
shall become effective immediately 
upon publication thereof.
